Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art 
has been found to teach, disclose, or fairly suggest a primer composition for coating 
transparent materials, comprising a polyurethane containing a Bronsted salt and a 
polyepoxy resin; in combination with all of the other limitations in claim 1 . The examiner 
is relying on Applicants' arguments in the 4 th paragraph on page 5, the paragraph 
bridging pages 5 and 6, and the 4th paragraph on page 6 in the Remarks as the basis for 
allowance. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

3. Schutze et al. (US Pat. 6,642,303) is cited of interest. Schutze discloses a coating 
composition, comprising a polyurethane containing a Bronsted acid (sulfonic acid); 
polyepoxy; and pigments such as carbon black. However, Schutze does not teach the 
criticality of the use of weight percents of the components as presently claimed.
